Bilk Still Hopes. 

In the jail last night Billik was buoyed up 
with some slight hope. Jailer Davies had 
announced his belief that the man was in- 
nocent, but that he “ would do his duty and 
hang him, anyhow.“ This decision from 
the jailer was echoed in the Sail. 

The jailer himself seemed to think the 
hanging would not take place, but the gal- 
lows were put together and put in place 
shortly before midnight. Then the rope was 
tested with a 295 pound bag of sand. 

Billik spent part of the evening reading the 
bible and several times he dropped on his 
knees in prayer before a sma!) altar erected 
in the death chamber for him.

Exploring Expedition in East 
| Africa Lost in Crater. 


BLACKS IN PANIC AT SNOW. 


Remarkable Disaster to German Party 
in Old Volcano. 


* 


[FORWIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUND.} 

BERLIN, June 1.—A remarkable disaster 
has overtaken the exploring expedition of 
Duke Adolf Friedrich of Mecklenburg in the 
volcanic region in the extreme northwestern 
sorner of German East Africa. 

In the crater of Branca, one of the lower 
mountains, the party was overwhelmed by a 


terrible snow storm and twenty of the black | 


contingent—-nearly half of the expedition— 
were frozen to death about ninety miles south 
of the equator. 

The particulars of the tragedy have come 
in a letter written by E. Kirschstein, geolo- 
gist of the expedition, and printed in the 
Deutsch-Ostafrikanizche Zeitung. The re 
port has the official indorsement of Duke 
Adolf Friedrich. 

The expedition was organized to make a 
study of the largest area of active volcanic 
phenomena in Africa and early reports said 
the progress had been most favorable. The 
report of this terrible reverse, which is dated 
March 5, is as follows: 


Decide to Cross Orater. 

“On. Feb. 27 we completed our work on 
the Karissinby volcano. ‘The scientific re- 
sults have been rich and important. Our 
headquarters have been on the edge of Bran- 


roa crater and we broke camp to return to 


the foot of the mountains. We decided to 
descend into the crater and cross it. In 
the crater is a shallow swamp which is 
easily forded and into this swamp we made 
our way and went rapidly along until more 
than half across to the further crater edge. 

“ Suddenly and almost out of a clear sky 
a severe hail storm and thick fog set in. 
In a few minutes the temperature fell to 
the freezing point. Then followed a heavy 
enow storm as flerce as any I ever saw. 1 
should not have thought such a storm pos- 
sible in tropical Africa, if we had not met 
with this terrible experience. In vain 1 
urged my men to hasten. I knew to be long 
in the ice cold water would be death to us 
all. , 
Blacks Numb with Terror. 

„We could just see the trees standing on 
the crater edge where we were going. I 
knew if we could reach them we could build 
a fire and save our men, who knew nothing 
of such cold and snow. But the carriers 
simply were paralyzed with terror. They 
stopped in their tracks, threw down their 
loads, and would not budge. All my plead- 
ings, commands, and threats were thrown 
away 

8 We Shall all die,“ they kept screaming 
in chorus. 

„It was a terrible moment, and we were 
at our wits’ end. At last a few men said they 
would go with us and we took them and my 
two Askaris (caravan leaders) and started for 
the trees, shouting to the others to follow. 
Not a man who was left behind came after 
us. At length, through the storm and cold 
water, we reached the crater wall and strug- 
gled up to the tfees. 


Return to Rescue Men. 

“Soon we had kindled a blazing fire, and 
left the porters who had come with us to keep 
the fire going. The rest of us then went hack 
into the crater to reacue whom we could. 


e carried two or three at a time -a man 


| between two rescuers—and it was terrible 
work crossing the swamp, worn out as we 


were with the excitement, fatigue, and coid. 
We thought nothing of our collections, if we 
could only save our men. In the course of 
two hours we brought u number of them to 
the fire, but at last we could do no more, even 
to save life, 

“ Next morning dawned clear and beauti- 
ful, At the first signe of day we went down 
into the crater again, making our way to the 
poor fellows who had perished. We didn’t 
expect to find one of them alive, and great

He rapped for order, 
but McDonald continued, and finally a ser- 
geant had to lay hands on his collar as the 
first step towards conducting him out of the 
room. Then he quieted down and Lyon went 
ahead. After the committee meeting Mc- 


Donald apologized to Mr. New and said that 


he forgot himself in his excitement to see 
that his case was presented* properly. 


Taft Passes Necessary Total. 

When the committee started work in the 
morning it took up consideration of the con- 
tests in the First and Fifth districts of South 
Carolina. After hearing the evidence and 
arguments the committeemen voted to seat 
C. M English and P. T. Richardson in: the 
First and W. E. Boykin and Thomas Hester 
in the Fifth. All are pledged to Taft. At 
11:15 a. m., when the bulletin announcing 
this result was read outside the committee 
room, the Taft managers joyously congratu- 
lated each other. The four votes in these 
two districts gave them the total of 491 votes 
necessary to nominate the secretary on the 
first ballot—that is. providing that they suffer 
no severe losses in the engagement with the 
committee on credentials. -, 

The Tennessee contests, which next came 
upon the boards. occupied the attention of 
the committee nearly all the remainder of 
the days session». The delegation at large 
and all but two of the ten district delegmtions 
were in contest, anc the committee consoli- 
Gated all into one and gave each side two 
bourse for the present: * on ot evidence and 
argument. : 

With the appearance of the Tennessee con- 
tingent came the first. signs of haste to get 
into the bandwagon of the candidate who 


already had enough votes to his credit to in- 


gure nomination... Some time ago it was an- 
nounced that the contesting delegatione in 
the Sixth and Tenth districts were committed 
to Foraker, while the delegates from the un- 
contested Firet and Ninth districts were con- 
sidered anti-Taft. When, however, the con- 
testa came on for hearing the Foraker and 
anti-Taft sentiment had completely disap- 


peared. All the contestants and contestees 


asserted that they were for Taft and always 
had been. 


Factional Fight in Tennessee. 


Then it came out that the real difficulty in 
the republican party in Tennessee is the 
rivalry between the factions, headed respect- 
ively by Gen. H. Clay Evans and by Na- 
tional Committeeman Walter P. Brownlow. 
The latter was in oper of the state organ- 
igation up to two ‘years ago, when it was 
eaptured by Gen. Evans and his friends. 
The victors proceeded to reorganize the 
state committee, and this year Brownlow and 
his following found themselves out in the 
old. 

Gen. Evans and the state committee started 
out to line up the state for Taft, and suc- 
ceeded. The methods of compassing this 

end were found objectionable by the Brown- 

low faction. The Brownlow party was as- 
sisted in its opposition by John E. Oliver of 
the Fourth district. Oliver is a wealthy 
contractor, who made the lowest bid on the 
eonstruction of the Panama canal, but did 
not get the joh For this reason he is not 
particularly friendly to the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, including Secretary Taft. 
Whatever the real cause of the fight it 
crystallized in a spirited contest over the 
election of a national committeeman. Con-

Davis, perched aloft almost directly over 
Gen, Evans, was declared elected tempo- 
rary chairman by the Brownlow partisans, 
who were still fighting on the floor. Then, 
while Gen. Evans and the regular convention 
proceeded to tfansact business the Brown- 
low followers declared Davis elected per- 
manent chairman of their convention. Davis 
had a strangle hold on this position as long 
as he could retain his perch, for the marble 
sounding board was swaying back and forth 
as the tide of battle surged about it and it 
would have been difficult to Holst a new 
permanent chairman to the lofty seat. 

In this way the regular convention and 
the mob that called itself a convention went 
through their program in the same hall and 
on the same floor, one with a chairman on 
the platform and the other with an alleged 
chairman thirty feet up on the marble pedes- 
tal. About twenty chairs were broken into 
kindling wood in the various personal en- 
counters that took place during the delibera- 
tions of the convention.”

Plea by State Chairman. 


State Chairman Newell Sanders, who is one 
of the Evans delegates at large, argued for 
the seating of the regular delegation and 
dwelt specially on the events of the state 
convention. 

* When. I arrived at the hall the Oliver 
people were in complete possession,’’ he said. 
After a good deal of commotion my friends 
and I gained entrance to the hall, but then 
found our way to the platform blocked by 
the Oliver men. We formed a flying wedge 
and by main force plowed our way to the 
rostrum. I tried to call the convention to 
order, but I was knocked down, a large part 
of my clothing was torn off, and finally I 
was choked almost insensible. 

When I recovered I found a big negro 
standing over me with a hatchet. At this 
juncture my friends gained the upper hand 
of the mob of Oliver men around me. The 
negro was felled and I was rescued. With 
my clothing in tatters and a good deal of it 
missing altogether I then succeeded in re- 
gaining the platform and calling the con- 
vention to order. My watch had disappeared 
in the fracas and I never have seen or heard 
of it since.“ 

W. B. Miller followed with an argument for 
the seating of the Brownlow contestants in 
the Third district. He charged that the 
Evans faction ran the coufty conventions 
with a high hand, disregarding all rules of 
procedure. This was denied in an extended 
argument by Internal Revenue Inspector 
Sharpe. 


Gen. Evans Explains Trouble. 


“The whole trouble in Tennessee 
stirred up after the conventions had been 
held and the delegates to the state conven- 
tion selected,“ said Gen. Evans in the midst 
of an extemporaneous address outside the 
committee room, in which he was attempt- 
ing to convince a circle of acquaintances that 
his home city, Chattanooga, is the biggest 
town in the world for its sze. This trou- 
ble was stirred up by people who used money 
freely—there are affidavits in the committee 
room of the use of $500 in one county and $200 
in another.’’ 

“The fact is that the Evans people ran 
all the county conventions they could and 
bolted ail that they couldn't control,” said 
G. T. Taylor of the Ninth district. “ You 
never saw such high handed work. And, of 
course, they got away with it, because they 
controlied the state central committee, 
Which recognized all the illegal delegates 
they sent to the state convention. But, any- 
way, we're all for Taft.“ 

At the close of the argument Senator Lodge 
moved that the Evans delegation at large be 
seated. Committeeman Brownlow moved as 
an amendment that both delegations be 
seated with a half vote for each member. 
He asked a division on his motion, which 
was denied by a vote of 15 to 34. 


Evans Delegates Are Seated. 


Then the Lodge motion to seat the Evans 
delegates at large was carried. 

The district contests were voted on sepa- 
rately. Cofmmitteeman Brownlow in each 
case except that of the Pighth district mak- 
ing his motion to seat both delegations. In 
three districts a rising vote was taken onthe 
Brownlow amendment, but it was defeated in 
every case, including these three. The mo- 
tion seating the Evans delegates then was 
carried in each case. 

When it came to the Eighth district Com- 
mitteeman Brownlow made a special plea fdr 
the seating of both contesting delegations 
with a half vote for each member. He urged 
that action harmonizing both factions would 
ald in defeating Representative Simms, dem- 
ocrat, who was elected by a plurality of 338. 

If you will do this, gentlemen,”’ he argued, 
„ you will bring peace to the republicans of 
this district and make possible and, I believe, 
insure the election of a republican congress- 
man.

George H. Williams, aii surviving mem- 
der of President Grant's cabinet, will, at the 
age of S years, second the nomination of W.

Judge Williams is a remarkably well pre- 
served man. There is no falter to his voice, 
and it is the claim of the friends of ** Oregon's 
Grand Old Man that he is getting younger 

every day. He was born in New York in 
1828, and became judge of the Firet Iowa 
district in 1847, and a presidential elector at 
large from that state in 1852. 

He later became chief justice of the Oregon 
country, and was chairman of the conven- 
tion which drafted the constitution for the 
state, being active in urging the rejection of 
slavery. He was elected United Stafes sen- 
ator in 1864, and became a member of the 
reconstruction committee of that body. 

As senator, he was the author of the ten- 
ure of office act, which kept republicans all 
over the country from being turned out of 
office by President Johnson. Healso was the 
author of the military reconstruction law, 
while ten states were in a condition of an- 
archy. Under Se law chaos was converted 
to order. 

In 1871 Senator Williams was appointed 
one of the joint commissioners to frame a 
treaty for the settlement of the Alabama 
claims and other questions in dispute with 
Great Britain. 

In December, 1871, Judge Williams was 
appointed attorney general of the United 
States. In the period of perplexity follow- 
ing the presidential election of 1876 Judge 
Williams contributed an article to the 
Washington Star which clearly outlined the 
policy afterward pursued, and which em- 
bodied all the essential features of the 
famous electoral commission bill, which 
finally was adopted 

He has served several times as mayor of 
Portland, and has declined many political 
honors in Oregon. 0 1

pear on Streets Decorated with 
‘Their Favorites’ Pictures. 


The republican convention has reached the 
button and badge stage. From the appear- 
ance of the output yesterday, the array will 
outshine all previous campaigns. 

The first buttons noticed were those of 
William H. Taft. 
secretary was done in a terra cotta color 
on a tin plate the size of a saucer. The but- 
ton was hung from a red, white, and blue 
ribbon with the word“ Taft in black letters 
across its face. The regulation Taft button 
appeared yesterday and is of terra cotta color 
the size of a dime. 

At the Cannon headquarters, John C. Ev- 
ersman handed out buttons of the speaker to 
all comers. The button is smal! in size, 
brown in color, and bears the two words— 
Uncle Joe.“ 

Col. Andrews got out a box of Hughes’ but- 
tons in the afternoon and began giving them 
to friends. They are small, of dark blue 
color, bearing the likeness of Gov. Hughes, 
and attached to varicolored ribbon. 

The Philander Knox buttons appeared with 
the arrival of Gen. R. P. Hapgood from New 
York. They are the handsomest yet shown. 
They are about three inches in diameter with 
the face of Knox set inside a large keystone, 
representing his state—Pennsylvania. At- 
tached to one side of the button is a red, 
white, and Blue silk ribbon. The word 
Knox appears on the upper part of the 
keystone.

Allies Prepare Resolution Which 
They'll Try to Introduce. 


BURKE WILL BE SPOKESMAN. 


Manager for Cannon Issues a State- 
ment Explaining Position. 


The “allies” laid their plans during the day 


to precipitate, if they can, on the floor of 


the convention a fight over the old proposi- 
tion to change the basis of representation in 
future national gatherings from the present 
plan of ‘giving each state twice the repre- 
sentation it has in congress.to one based on 
the number of votes it cast for the last re- 
publican candidate for president. The reso- 
lution was drawn and Congressman Burke 
of Pennsylvania was selected to present it, | 
when he gets a chance. 

It is betraying no confidences to state thet 
the entire movement is intended to em- 
barrase the Taft people. The argument made 
for the change is that it le intended to de 
prive the boroughs of the south of their 


present influence in nominating republican 


national tickets and put the power in the 
hands of the republican states of the north, 
which must furnish the votes to elect them. 
The cry is raised that these southern dele- 
gates are always the henchmen of the na- 
tional administration, being composed large- 
ly of federal office holders. 


Would Desert Negroes.: 

Ineidentally, the ‘* allies in doing this are 
deserting their negro friends of the south, 
whose unfair! treatment before the na- 
tional committee they have been so loudly 
bewalling. But if it is possible to make 
trouble for the Taft people by forcing them 
to come out and defend the present southern 
representation in the convention, such a little 
thing as deserting the negroes, whose cause 
they have up to now declared themselves the 
special champions of, would not bother the 
allles.“ 

The same proposition has been advocated in 
every republican national convention for 
twelve years, but- never secured sufficient 
support. Ona purely selfish platform of each 
state getting all the delegates it can, regard- 
less of who lost, the plan should go through 
with a big majority, as every large north- 
ern state, with a few small exceptions, 
would gain, while the loss would be almost 
entirely south of Mason and Dixon's line. 
But it has never been possible to unite the 
northern states, one side or the other want- 
ing to keep the friendship of the south, so it 
always fell through. 


McKinley Issues Statement. | 
This time, the “allies” declare, bey ‘n- 


tend to force the issue and Congressman Me- 


Kinley, the manager for Speaker Calaon. 
gave out this formal announcement: 

“The practice of permitting a score of men 
in each of the states to run the party sim- 
ply to control southern patronage is wrong. 
The apparent determination of the national 
republican committee to seat nearly 200 dele- 
gates from the states which furnish no elec- 
toral vote for the republican party, and which 
even refused to put up candidates for con- 
gress where conditions seemed to make their 
election possible, brings the necessity of re- 
stricting the representation of the south to 
the front as never before. 

„Never was there a better time than the 
present to abagdon the old practice of rep- 
resentation without constituencies. The re- 
publican party should be fair to itself as well 
as the country, and should change the rep- 
resentation in‘conventions so that each dele- 
gate would represent some body of repuDti- 
cans and not a few federal office holders.“ 


Would Cut Number of Votes. 

The new representation suggested in the 
resolution Congressman Burke will try to in- 
troduce was given in Tus Trisuns yester- 
day morning. It provides for a convention of 
049 delegates from the forty-six states m- 
stead of bes as at present. Under the new 
plan the territories and the district of Colum- 
bia would have no delegates at all, as their 
inhabitants cannot vote for presidents. 

Congressman Burke may have trouble in 
getting his resolution before the convention. 
It would have to come in from the floor, and 
may come at a time when Senator Lodge, 
the permanent chairman. would have to rule 
him out of order.

merely an unfair addition to a funded debt 
to satisfy the personal greed of the persons 
who happen to be in control of the railroad. 
The platform will, however, make it abso- 
lutely clear that this policy does not contem- 
plate in the remotest degree any attack upon 


the validity or the value of any existing se- 


curities whatsoever. The policy is distinctly 
assigned to the future and is specifically 
said to be in the interests of the public, so 
that the people may safely invest in railroad 
securities without fear of extraordinary loss. 


Anti-Injunction Policy. 

There is in the tentative platform a declara- 
tion in favor of the anti-injunction policy 
already enunciated by President Roosevelt. 
This will be bitterly fought in all probability, 
buf at the same time it is so conservative in 
& way that it may be adopted by the con- 
vention. It declares for a limitation of the 
right of injunction in such a manner that a 
judge shall be forbidden to exercise this 
privilege except after proper notice to all 
parties concerned uniess there is a great 
emergency, and tn that case the defendants 
are to be accorded a speedy hearing. 


Postal Savings Banks. 


When the tentative platform is submitted 
to the committee there will found in it a 
declaration in favor of the establishment ofa 
system of postal savings banks following 
along the exact lines of the repeated recom- 
medations of Postmaster General Meyer. 

This intended plank ig one of the things 
which the conservative element of the con- 
vention will strongly oppose. Speaker Can- 
non and other of the allles are said to 
have been besought by bankers and by finan- 
cial men generally, to prevent the adoption 
of such a policy. The opponents of this 
plank point out that the result will be the 
creation of an enormous fund, amounting 
probably to billions of dollars, under the 
direct control of the government. The temp- 
tation would be, it is feared, to use this money 
for current expenses instead of reinvesting 
it. Besides this, it might not always be pos- 
sible to reinvest it at a rate even fractionally 
larger than that which the government will 
be compelled to pay to the depositors, so 
that there would be an additional incentive 
to turn it into the general fund of the treas- 
ury, thus largely increasing the national 
debt, with the inevitable result that con- 
gress would he tempted into extravagant ap- 
propriations. 


For Inland Improvements. 


One of the salient features of the Roosevelt 
policy, which will be noted with approbation 
in the tentative platform, and which the 
party will be asked to pledge itself to con- 
tinue, embraces a general scheme of inland 
improvement, including the creation of forest 
reserves, the conservation of the natural re- 
sources of the country, including lumber, 
coal, and metals, and the systematic and 
comprehensive improvement of the inland 
waterways. There may be no attempt to 
stand out for specific forest reserves, but 
there will be a clear declaration of policy in 
favor of the general principle. 


Will Uphold Negroes’ Rights. 


In all probability the party will refrain from 
pledging itself to pass laws reducing the 
representation of the southern states in pro- 
portion to the degree to which they deny the 
right of suffrage to the negroes. There was 
such a plank in the Ohio platform, but it 
seems to be generally understood that it did 
not meet the approval either of Secretary Taft 
or President Roosevelt. There will, however, 
be a specific denunciation of the action of the 
southern states in cutting the negroes off from 
the right to vote, and coupled with ft will be 
a demand that all legislation shall treat the 
white man and the black man exactly alike, 
and that if educational or other restrictions 
on the right of suffrage are imposed, the law 
shall be executed for one race the same as 
for the other. 

This demand for equalrights of the negroes 
will be particularly strong for the purpose 
of counteracting the unreasonable prejudice 
excited against Secretary Taft on account of 
the Brownsville incident, with which he had 
actually nothing to do except to suspend the 
order of President Roosevelt, which had been 
issued duing his absence from Washington 
and while the assistant secretary of war was 
in official charge of the department. 


Pensions for War Veterans. 

Similarly there will be a declaration in favor 
of liberal treatment for the surviving vet- 
erans of the civil war. The poMoy of old age 
pensions will be clearly adopted by the party, 
and every veteran beyond the age of 60, which 
includes practically all there are left of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, may be a» 
sured that his disability on account of old 
age will be recognized by the bureau of pen- 
sions. This plank will also be made inten- 
tionally strong & as to discount any possi- 
bly evil effect of the speech on Grant by the 
secretary of war, which has been intentional- 
‘ly misunderstood and misinterpreted by the 
opposition. 


Regulation of Corporations. 


There will be, of course, a corporation 
It will not declare for federal licenses 
outright, but ft will insist in no uncertain 
terms that the anti-trust law should be al-

Wilhelm Cohnstaedt Finds Con- 
vention ‘All on the One Side.’ 


EMPEROR FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Cables Report of 248 Words to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung. 


Dr. Wilhelm Cohnstaedt looked at the pass- 
ing throng in main lobby of the Audito- 
rium Annex yesterday afternoon with dis- 
appointed German eyes. 

“If they want to make this convention 
interesting to a foreign newspaper man, he 
commented, “ why do not they have some- 
thing like a fight? Here it is all on the one 
side. No excitement. And the Denver con- 
vention, I am told, will also be all for one 
man—Herr Bryan.“ 

Then he went to a small shelf deak at one 
of the hotel pillars near the telegraph office 
and sent off the entire developments of the 
day—as he saw them—in a cable message to 
the Frankfurter Zeitung. Thriftily skeleton- 
ized it consisted of 248 words. Some of the 
words, it is true, were extraordinarily long. 

„Here everybody is good natured and 
laughing,” the doctor went on, “no matter 
who wins, the White lilies,’ as you say, and 
the ‘black and cream colored.’ It ig a 
‘skinch’ for Herr Taft as any one can see. 
I have met his brother today. Is the Herr 
Charles a politician? No? He told me he was 
a student at Heidelberg, but he does not 
speak much German. : 

Says Emperor Favors Roosevelt. 

“In my country it will be much pleasure 
that Herr Taft is the nomination to have 
as I have sent to Frankfurter. President 
Hooseveltt is much popular in Germany. He 
is like our emperor—active, standing always 
for the right, brave and versatile, with strong 
opinions. And the Herr Taft is President 
Roosevelt's own choice as his successor. 

“I have watched with much interest the 
lobby of the committee room at your con- 
vention hall. I never saw so many blacks. 
in Germany we have them but few. In Ber- 
lin not more than sixty Africans. There 
they are regarded with great curiosity. They 
are from our African possessions. Most of 
them call themselves princes. They are ad- 
mitted to all the cafés, and there is no color 
line. Perhaps if there were so many as in 
this country it would be different.“ 


Discusses the Tariff. 

“Tt is the maximum and minimum tariff 
you will have I see by reading the Chicago 
papers,” he said. It is similar in Germany, 
but some of us do not like it. For with us, 
the maximum and minimum tariff means the 
maximum and foodstuffs and meats are 
higher now than ever before. Theland own- 
ers.in east Germany have made the tariff 
the highest possible on wheat and rye, which 
ig serious for Germany that has to import 
so many foodstuffs. It will be the same 
with meate.” 

From foodstuffs to beer was a subject of 
easy transition to the Pompelan room. 

“*The American beer,” commented the 
doctor, as he sipped a brand that came from 
Milwaukee, I prefer to your imported beer, 
for I believe your imported beer also is made 
in this country—most of it. Some brands of 
German beer have less alcohol in them than 
this, but by drinking a great many steins 
it will do what you call the business.”

Petitions for Placing Former 
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WOULD RUN AS DEMOCRAT 


‘Republicans Urged to Put an 
‘Injunction Plank in Na- 
tional Platform. 


Petitions for piacing John Mitchell in nom!- 
mation on the democratic ticket for governor 
of Illinois were circulated yesterday in Chi- 
cago and all parts ofthe state. The petitions 
amount to an official announcement of the 
former miner leader's candidacy, as they are 
being circulated by his authority. 

Secretary Edward N. Nockels of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor is in charge of the 

work. More than 100,000 blanks were sent 
out during the day and the labor leaders pre- 
dict the petition will get at least 500,000 signa- 
tures. The new primary law requires only 
2,000 signatures petitions for placing candl- 
dates on the primary ballots. 

It is understood that the Chicago Federation 
of Labor will support vigorously the move- 
ment to have Mitchell nominated. A reso- 
lution indorsing him probably will be intro- 
duced at the meeting of the political action 
committee next Monday night. The matter 
of gathering signatures in Chicago and Cook 
county then will be given over to a subcom- 
mittee. 

Mr. Mitchell is expected to arrive in Chicago 
today to take part in the sessions of the 
executive council of the American Federation 
of Labor, which begin tomorrow morning at 
the Kaiserhof hotel. President Samuel Gomp- 
ers and nine other national labor leaders will 
atrive this afternoon. President Gompers 
is scheduled to arrive at 4 p. m. on the Penn- 
syivania railroad from Washington. 


Injunction Plank Is Urged. 

It is probable President Gompers,‘John 
Mitchell, President John Fitzpatrick of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, and other la- 
bor leaders will hold an important confer- 
ence tonight relative to the entire political 
program of labor, local, state, and national. 
Fred G. Hopp, chairman of the subcommit- 
tee to meet with the executive council, will 
outline to President Gompers the political 
plans of labor in Chicago and Cook county. 

Among the most important subjects to be 

nsidered by the executive council is the 
question of curhing the injunction powers 
of the-courts as related to labor cases. The 
labor leaders will seek conferences with the 
republican party leaders with a view to get- 
ting a plank in the republican platform cen- 
suring the courts for their alleged abuse of 
the injunction power, and recommending a 
law limiting the power of judicial tribunals. 

President Gompers will demand a clear 
statement in the platform agajnst injunc- 
tions, which, labor leaders claim, take away 
not only the rights of members of labor 
unions but of all citizens. One of the argu- 
ments to be used in support of the conteii- 
tion that the powers of the courts sheuld bo 
Umited will be President Roosevelt's recent 
message to congress, in which the president 
urged the enactment of legislation designed 
to curb the abuse of injunctions.” 


Will Fight Hostile Candidates. 


Ward, precinct, and legislative and con- 
Sressional district organizations are being 
organized by the federation. Candidates who 
have announced themselves are being scruti- 
nized, and those who fail to pledge themselves 
in favor of labor's legislative and political 
program will be fought at the polls. 

Flans are under way for carrying on a par- 
ticularly active campaign in every legisia- 
tive and congressional district in Cook coun- 
ty.

ST. PETERBURG, June 11.—It was learned 
here today from a competent source that the 
meeting between King Edward and Emperor 
Nicholas at Reval and the rapprochement 
between Great Britain, Russia, and France 
has been made the subject of grave represen- 
tations on the part of Germany, which has 
met the threatened birth of a new triple 
alliance” with a display of the “mailed 
Ast. 

After the announcement of the Reval meet - 
ing Russia was given to understand at Berlin 
that the conclusion of a formal entente be- 
tween these three powers would be regarded 
as a measure hostile in tendency. 

Whether such a development was originally 
contemplated from the meetings between 
King Edward and the president of France 
and King Edward and the emperor of Rus- 
sia is not stated; but the immediate result 
of the representations made in Berlin was

while speaking warmly in favor of the - 
ing between King Edward and Emperor 
Nicholas, declared that the suggestion of 
any new grouping of the powers at the pres- 
ent time was impossible. | 


Agreement on Macedonia. 


The results of the meeting at Reval as pub- 
lished im St. Petersburg papers confirm the 
report that a substantial agreement has been 
entered into with regard to Macedonia and 
that the two powers are in full accord on the 
Persian question, the determination being to 
respect the independence and integrity of 
Conditions in Persia naturally re, 
ceived considerable attention in view of the 
prolonged crisis at Teheran and the possibil- 
ity of the dethronement at any time of the 
shah. 

Attention is drawn to the fact that Russia 
is consulting with the British government 
with regard to all steps taken tn north Per- 
sia, although by the Anglo-Russian conven- 
tion she is given a free hand there. 

There were rumors in the duma that King 
Edward and Emperor Nicholas had signed a 
further important convention at Reval, but 
officially these rumors were characterized as 
without foundation.

Miss S. A. Shanklin Charges Arts 


and Crafts Women with Fraud. 


WANTS 82,000 RETURNED. 


Mrs. Clara Barck-Welles Named as 
President of Corporation. 


oe of fraud involving the owners of 


e Kalo shops in the Fine Arts building, 
manufacturers and dealers in arte and crafte 
productions, were made in a bill filed by Miss 
Susanna <A. Shanklin yesterday. Clare 
Barck-Welles, Claudia E. Kellogg, and Eve- 
lyn T. McCarrer are named as defendants, 

Mise Shanklin seeks the return of $2,000 she 
invested in the stock of the corporation. This 
was the amount she states she put into the 


concern when she was employed there as a 


saleswoman. She says in her bill that the 
true value of the stock was not made known 


to her. 

According to her statement the investment 
of $2,000 secured her the positionin the sales- 
room at a salary of $75 a month, Both she 
and her sister, Mise Malvina H. Shanklin, 
were asked to take service. They were told 
that the corporation owned a factory at 
Park Ridge which was paying 14 per cent 
dividends. : 


Salary Offer Attractive. 


The salary was attractive and Miss Shank- 
lin purchased the stock. She began working 
in the shop in September. Subsequently her 
sister went to work. In October Miss Shank- 
Un resigned to take up the position of teacher 
in the public schools. Nov. 11 her sister, she 
says, was discharged without any apparent 
cause. Later Miss Shanklin began an inves- 
tigation which caused her to desire the re- 
turn of her §2,000. She charges that she 
found the corporation was paying dividends 
of approximately d instead of 14 per cent. 
She also learned that prior to June, 1906. 
Helena E. Barck owned property in Park 
Ridge for which $10,000 was paid. Later this 
was sold to the Kalo shop for $25,000. The 
president of the shop, Clara Barck-Welles, is 
a sister of Helena E. Barck. 

The other owners of stock in the corpora- 
tion objected, the bill declares, but they 
were pacified when they each received stock 
of the par value of $2,000 from the increase 
from $15,000 to $50,000. 


Declares Sale Fraudulent. 

Now Miss Shanklin asks that this stock 
sale be set aside as being fraudulent. She 
gays that the statements made to her that 
the services of both herself and sister were 
needed by the shop were fraudulent. She 
gays that her services were not worth $75 a 


month, because she had never any previous 


experience as saleswoman, and that thie 
amount is seldom paid any saleswomen, 
Miss Shanklin says the same applies to her 


sister, who never had any previous experi- 
ence as a saleswoman,

“So far as the purely business community 
is concerned,’’ said Mr. Forgan, to be re- 
Heved of the necessity of exercising discrimi- 
nation in business affairs could not fail to 
have a most demoralizing effect. The entire 
credit system on which the business of the 
country ie built up has its basis in the business 
man's discrimination.“ 

After analyzing the relations of the banker 
with his stockholders and depositors, Mr. For- 
gan said: 

It must be borne in mind that the guaran- 
teeing deposits in national banks, either by | 
the federal government or by a fund in the 
government’s hands for the purpose, would 
disastroualy affect state banks in which are 
rot ge the great bulk of all the savings of

“The federal government cannot assume 
jurisdiction over the state banks, and it sure- 
ly may be taken for granted that, in justice to 
them, so such law affecting national banks 
would be passed by congrese until a similarly 
sophistical measure was passed in all the 
state legisiatures—ostensibly for the benefit, 
but, as I believe, to the demoralisation of the 
state banks, the injury of the public, and 
the undoing of the entire business community. 


Shows Small Loss to Depositors. 


“Our banking system is by no means per- 
fect. Notwithstanding its defects, however, | 
statistics show that the losses to degesitors 
during the last forty-two years have 
amounted to only one-twenty-eixth of 1 per 
cent per annum of the aggregate deposits. 

“ Anything that can be legally and equita- 
bly done to protect depositors, to raise the 
standard of banks and of men in the banking 
business, to protect the honest against the 
dishonest banker, and to punish those who 
are dishonest should be enacted into law, 
and the laws for such purposes cannot be 
made too rigid. But to attempt to make 
all banks equally safe by passing a lew that 
would establish an artificial credit for the 
incompetent and dishonest would have in 
the long run contrary and disastrous results. 
The proposal is abhorrent to business sense 
as well as to justice and equity.”

Growth of Membership Cited. 

“In 1900 there was a: total membership 
of 940, with an avechge attendance at the 
meetings of 85 to 50 members. In 1902 and 
1008 there was originated and carried into 
effect the organization of branch societies, 
as a result of which by June, 1903, the mem- 
bership had risen to 1,400. During the suc- 
ceeding five years the membership has 
grown to 2,200, and a total credit of over 
$20,000 is reported by the treasurer; that is, 
there hag been & greater growth during the 
lest six years than im thirty years previous 
to 1902. The attendance at the general meet- 
ings now averages from 200 to 300.“ 

Although the circular does not so state, the 
friends of Dr. W. A. Evans, Chicago’s health 
commissioner, credit him with being largely 
instrumental in inaugurating the policy of 
branching out which accounts for this 
growth. |

RACING IN RAST 10 GO ON? 


Turfmen Plan to Continue and 
May Fight in the Courts. 


POOLROOM MEN ARE HAPPY. 


Peter Delacey, King of Fraternity, 
Expresses the Sentiment.

New York, June 11.—[{Special. J—Racing 
will continye on the Metropolitan tracks re- 
gardless.of the speculative end of the game 
for some time to come. That opinion was 
expressed by several members of the Jockey 
club after they had received the news from 
Albany at Gravesend today. P. J. Dwyer, 
president of the Brobklyn Jockey club, said 
the present meeting at Gravesend would be 
carried out to the letter, while 8. L. Parsons, 
representing the Coney Island Jockey élub, 
said that the coming meeting at Sheepshead 
Bay, scheduled to open with the Suburban 
handicap on June 19, would go on as usual. 
It is possible the overnight purses will be 
reduced, but the stakes will be run off at 
their full value. 


Game Will Continue. 


As a failing off in attendance may be ex- 
pected, K was rumored tonight the rates of 
admission to the tracks will be reduced and the 
general running expenses cut. The tracks will 
remain open as long as there is any sort of pa- 
tronage. 

The passage of the bills, so entirely unexpected 
by race track men, has put all of them in the 
air. Several, members of the Metropolitan Turf 
association, the bookmakers’ organization, said in 
all probability they would resort to the Engligh 
credit system. That is to say, they would accept 
wagers with known patrons without the passing of 
money, with no token of a wager in the shape of 

a ticket. 

Many layers argued, however, that nothing like 
the amount of business formerly done by them 
could be handled under this system, as it would 
be most difficult for a bettor not personally known 
to a bookmaker to make a wager where no money 
was passed. 


May Go to Courts. 


It was said by a person high in racing authority 
tonight that the fight would be continued to the bit- 
ter end and that a legal test of the constitutionality 
of the election of Senator Wallace, whose vote 
turned the scales, would be made. 

It ia known that the intention now is to have the 
bookmakers cut in tomorrow as usual, and if 
interference is offered in the arrest of any one bt 

hem, to seek a writ from the Supreme court, in 
order that a test of the new law may be had. 

J. B. Haggin aid today the anti-racing bills 
would kill racing and he will sell all his horses. 
Conservative estimates of the number of persons 
employed directly or indirectly in the state in con- 
nection with racing places it at 40,000. 

„This is the happiest moment of my life.“ said 
Peter Delacey, the king of the poolrooms,’’ when 
he heard of the passage of the anti-gambling bills 
at Albany. 

For years Delacey has been fighting the law which 
permitted betting on racetracks and did not per- 
mit it in poolrooms, and he has spent a large for- 
tune in endeavoring to have @ law passed similar 
to that enacted today.

Poughkeepsie, N. T., June 11.—Secretary H. H. 
Bain of the Hudson River Driving Park associ- 
ation said he believed the five days’ grand circuit 
meeting scheduled for Poughkeepsie in August 
would be cut to two days. Mr. Bain said he aleo 
would vote against holding the usual Dutchess 
county fair, usually attended by about 100,000 


people, this year. 


KENTUCKY HORSEMEN SEE RUIN. 


Passage of Anti-Racing Bills in New 
York Is Expected to Wreck Many 
Breeding Establishments. 


Lexington, Ky.. June 11.—[ Special. The pass- 
age of the anti-racing bills in New York is the most 
serious blow ever struck at the chief single indus- 
try of central Kentucky. Millions are invested here 
in breeding, raising. and handling thoroughbred 
horses. It is expected that the values of horses 
and breeding farms will depreciate 25, possibly 
50, per cent. Horsemen regard the situation in 
New York as hopeless and say the action means the 
ultimate passing of many establishments and bank- 
ruptcy for scores of people. 

The stock farms in Kentucky employ 5,000 men 
and the interest represented is worth $2,000,000. 
Many wealthy easterners own large farms in the 
blue grass and operate hundreds of breeding 
plants there. In Fayette, the smallest of the 
blue grass counties, there are more than 3,500 
stallions and broodmares.

BLOW TO RACING SURPRISES 
FORMER PATRONS OF SPORT. 


Chicagoans Expected the Defeat of the 
Bills in the New York Legisla- 
ture.

in some way Keeping the game alive. 

The public, which supports racing and sel- 
dom has been considered in the past by the 
grasping track owners in this and other cities, 
who raced their plants from early spring to late 
fall, have become diggusted with the undesirable 
gambling element which has surely and ineidious- 
ly worked its way into the ownership of most of 
the tracks of the middle west. 

It ig the general opinion that racing will be 
revived, some time—but under different auspices, 
with men. of standing at the head and with short 
meetings of high class. 

John Condon, owner of the Harlem track, who 
gaw the avalanche coming and in vain warned 
his fellows in the business against the prerent 
conditions, eald last night: These waves of so- 
called reform swing in cycles and I expect to see 
racing again within my lifetime. I must con- 
fess the track owners have themeeives largely to 
blame. I look for shorter, better meetings when 
racing is revived.

| CLEAN UP. 

Wabash avenue from Congress street to 
the Coliseum needs cleaning badly. Its 
physical condition at best is not inviting. 
Once a place of homes, it has become a 
eurious mixture of business blocks, degen- 
erated dwellings still showing signe of 
former attractiveness, and tumble down 


wooden buildings awaiting the coming of 


the wrecker. 


Its pavement has been ap eyesore for a ( 


long time because 6f the chuckholes re- 
sultant from shameful contract work. A 
large force of men is busy trying to re 
lieve the condition as far as possible by 
patchwork. The street will be in fairly 
decent shape for the throngs which will 
use it during the exciting days of the next 
week. There will be fewer stalled wag- 
ons. Oarriages and automobiles will have 
a chance to reach the Coliseum without 
accident. 

But there is need of something further. 


There are piles of dirt in the gutters. 


The pavement is covered with offal. The 
superintendent of streets has a splendid 
opportunity to show his ability in admin- 
istration by turning a company of “ white 
wings” loose with instructions to sweep 
up the accumulated refuse before the 
week closes. There will be thousands of 
people who will judge the efficiency of 
this department of the city government by 
what they see next week in a few blocks 
along the route to the center of public at- 
tention, 


The call is made for lavish display of 


decorations during convention week. The 
city. should be in gala attire. The bunt- 
ing and flags upon the buildings have 
their utility in a time of thronging multi- 
tudes. But they have minor importance 
when compared with the desirability of a 
clean pavement between the loop and the 
building where the future rulers of the 
nation are to be selected by representa- 
tives from all parts of the United States. 


THE SCHOOL YARDS. 

An alderman declares that the public 
school yards in his ward are in wretched 
condition. One of them he calls a clay 
yard where the dirt soils the dresses of 
the little girls. Another is full of brick- 
bats which prove destructive to shoes 
and stockings. None has attractwe en- 
vironment. As a crowning statement he 
says that the conditions now are worse 
than they were thirty years ago when 
he himself went to school. 

The alderman's contentions raise the 
question whether the school yard as a 
general thing is rightly cared for. There 
has been some progress in school building. 
More attention is paid to sanitation and 
ventilation. Fire escapes and outward 
swinging doors are to be found, In the 
newer buildings some degree öf archi- 
tectural excellence is noted along with 
modern devices within. 

But the average school yard presents 
an unsolved problem. The evils of the 
dirt are apparent. Grass fights a losing 
battle with the tramping feet. The hard 
and cold brick pavement sometimes seen 
is a wretched makeshift. The cost of 
large playgrounds with grass plots and 
flower beds is practically prohibitive. The 


“ever present conditions make it easy to 


neglect completely the appearance of the 
scant school yard. 

The council committee on schools is to 
make a tour of inspection as a result of 
the alderman's statements. Tlie demand 
for new schools is incessant. It must be 
met. But there is an educational value 
not to be overlooked in neat school yards 
where the older and less favored buildings 
stand. The small park’s success has a 
lesson in it. Many of the attractive fea- 
tures of these playgrounds for the multi- 
tude ought to be a part of the equipment 
of every school. To secure suth à result 
might cost much money. But Tt would 
pay in the long run in a better citizen- 
ship. 


FLAG DAY. 

Gov. Deneen has designated June 12 
as Flag day.” He recommends ‘ts 
general observance throughout the com- 
monwealth. His proclamation does not 
call for a holiday or for any interference 
with the ordered movement of daily life. 
All it does is to remind citizens of the 
meaning of the flag of the country and 
to encourage them to make such suitable 
display of that flag upon a stated occa- 
sion as to emphasize its importance in 
the eyes of all. 

The American citizen abroad sees no 

sight that stirs him so much as that of 
his country’s flag in an unexpected place. 
Its simple beauty appeals to his senti- 
mental nature. When ft is displayed 
alongside the banners of other nations 
there is never any doubt in the mind of 
the true patriot that it is the most beau- 
tiful of them all. But there is a deeper 
meaning in it than the symmetry of the 
stripes and the gleam of its stars. It 
represents to him a storied past. It 
tells of the men who made the nation. 
It is the outward; .visible symbol of a 
patriotic devotion which finds freest ax 
pression in a republic.

5 A GROWING CITY. 

Reports of two different types tell the 
story of a certain and steady growth of 
Chicago’s population. One of these is 
furnished by the school enumerators who 
have been canvassing the city during re- 
cent months. The unofficial estimate 
based upon their returns shows that 
2,140,000 people live in Ohicago. The 
figures indicate an increase of approxi- 
mately 450,000 over the federal census of 
1900. As the estimate of the census ba- 
reau is that the increment of population 
since 1900 has averaged 60,000 a year, it 
is probable that the school enumeration is 
measurably correct, although it falls 200,- 
000 short of the directory estimate. 

A population of 2,000,000 within the 
city limits is fairly satisfying when one 
thinks of the “ greater Chicago ” in the 
many suburban places near by which real- 
ly makes a part of the metropolitan cen- 
ter. If this element were added the re- 
sultant figures would much better repre- 
sent the actual number of people who 
are giving their lives to the various in- 
terests properly included in the word 
“ Chicago.” 

If other evidence of steady growth were 
to be sought it might be found in the re 
port of the building commissioner. This 
officer indicates in formal statement what 
the eye of the most careless observer can- 
not fail to note. There is a large amount 
of building in progress. The reconstruc- 
tion of the business district is a constant 
operation. In residence quarters there is 
even greater activity. The check given to 
building by the exceptionally high cost of 
materials and labor during 1907 was ap- 
parent in the decrease in the number of 
permits for that year. But the showing 
for 1908 thus far is distinctly encour- 
aging. 

What is particularly pleasing in these 
evidences of growth is that the increase 
is a normal one. There is no unusual ad- 
vance for some special reason to be offset 
by a corresponding depression later. The 
population swells in a regular annual 
amount. The demand for houses and 
apartments is consistent. The efforts 
which are being made in systematic fash- 
ion to develop still further the great cen- 
tral market and to bring new manufaetur- 
ing establishments here are in the same 
direction of regular, solid, and substantia! 
growth of the second city of the land.

to determine which of the two was entitled to 
the chieftainship of the historic house of 
Bourbon and to the armorial bearings as 
such. And now we have Alphonse of Bour- 
bon, count of Caserta, pretender to the 


throne of Naples, securing a judgment from 


the French courts prohibiting the stepson 
of his younger brother, the late Prince Pas- 
cal, comte de Bari, from bearing the name of 


French courts as “ exercising all the rights 
which belonged to the late Francis of Bour- 
Don, former king of Naples,“ of whom he 
(the count of Caserta) is the stepbrother 
and the heir. Of course, the French courts 
construed this expression ase meaning the 
rights of the head of the family of Bourbon- 
Naples. For it naturally could not recognize 
the count’s rights to the throne of Naples 
and to the title of king of Jerusalem, which 


also was borne by the kings of Naples and is. 


still used today by the rulers of Spain and of 
Austria~Hungary.

Noone can blame the count of Caserta, who 
makes his home in the south of France, for 
endeavoring to prevent his brother Pascal's 
stepgon from using the, name of Bourbon 
and dignities belonging to the Bourbon fam- 
ily. Pascal was the black sheep of his house 
and disgraced himeelf in 1878 by hiemarriage 
to a lady of the French demi-monde who 
Styled herself “Mile. de Marconnay.“ He 
hed at the time no money, his mother, the 
dowager queen of Naples, by birth an Aus- 
trian archduchess, having stopped his allow- 

nee in order to force him to behave himself. 

anche de Marconnay was rich, and only 
consented to marry Prince Pascal in Paris on 
the condition that he should acknowledge 
ianself before a notary and before the mayor 
to be the father of her illegitimate son Henry, 
then some 15 years of age, and who had fig- 
ured until then upon the registers of births 
as of unknown father.“ : 

Of course his relatives protested against 
this attempt to endow the demi-mondaine’s 
son with the name of Bourbon, and applied 
to the French courts, which annulled Prince 
Pascal’s recognition of the boy as hie off- 
epring on the ground that when the boy was 
born Prince Pascal was himself but 11 years 


of age, was Hving in Rome with his mother,. 


had never set foot in Paris, and had never 
seen or heard of Blanche de Marconnay. 

One French court after another has pro- 
hibited the now 38 year old sonof Blanche de 
Marconnay from styling himself Henri de 
Bourbon, or prince of Bourbon, or comte de 
Bari, and this decision has now been con- 
firmed in final appeal tothe Supreme court of 


France, with the intimation that the stepson 


of the late Prince Pascal of Bourben will de 
liable to heavy fine and imprisonment if he 
persists in disobeying the orders of the 
French court.

A complication in the matter has been fur - 
nished by the fact that Henri Marconnay— 
for that I suppose is his real name—managed 
during the lifetime of Prince Pascal to secure 
naturalization in Italy under the name of 
Henri de Bourbon,“ and to be enrolled as 
such on the roster of the Italian army, with, 
it is understood, the connivarice of Crispi, 
who was premier at the time and who, hating 
the Bourbons with a bitter hatred, dating 
from his old conspirator days, was only too 
glad to make himself disagreeable to them. 

On the strength of this naturalization 
Blanche Marconnay's son presented himself 
in France as entitled dy the action. of the 
Italian government to the name of Bourbon. 
But the French tribunals declined to permit 
this maneuver to influence their decision, 
and therefore Henri Marconnay is debarred 
from the name of Bourbon in France, though 
he is allowed to bear it in Italy. He cannot, 
however, make use even there of the title of 
prince, or of that ot count of Bart, without 
the sanction of the consulta heraldica, the 
royal department of heraldry at Rome, and 
of the king of Italy, and this permission has 
not been accorded, nor is it ever Mkely to be 
granted. 

Prince Pascal died last year, boycotted by 
all his royal and imperial relatives, and os- 
tracised by society, owing to the long suc- 
cession of unsavory scrapes in which he had 
become involved—scrapes which on several 
occasions brought him within dangerous 
reath of the criminal courts of France. Un- 
8 for his family, he is survived by 
his Wife, the ex-demi-mondaine Blanche de 
Marconnay, whose name is found in the 
Almanach de Gotha figuring as sister-in- 
law of the widowed ex-queen of Naples and 
of the infanta Isabella of Spain, and as the 
daughter-in-law of that Austrian archduch- 
ess Marie Therése who became thé queen of 
the penultimate king of Naples.

It may be remembered that when the duch- 
esse d' Uzes came to New York this spring to 
attend the wedding of her brother, the late 
duc de Chaulnes; to Miss Theodora Shonts, 
she was called back to France in a hurry 
owing to the grave illness at Paris of her hus- 
band’s sister, the young duchess de Brissac, 
daughter of the dowager duchess of Uses 
The duc de Brissac had recently taken the 
place of Ambassador Leishman's French 
son-in-law, the late comte de Gontaut-Biron. 
as master of the houndsat Pau. The duchess 
of Brissac has just died, and thus the young 
duchess of Uzes finds herself in mourning, 
not only for her only brother, the duc de 
Chaulnes, but also for her sister-in-law, 
Mme. de Brissac, to whom she was deeply 
attached. 

The duc de Brissac, who now finds himeelf 
at the age of 40 a widower with four young 
children, the eldest boy, Roland, marquis de 
Brissac, being 10 years of age, was fonmerly 
an officer of French dragoons, and as such 
on more than one occasion commanded the 
mounted escort of the late Queen Victoria on 
the occasion of her visits to France. 

While on the side of his father, who was 
killed in the Franco-German war of 1870, his 
ancestry is of the most illustrious and hie- 
toric character, his lineage on his mother’s 
side is distinctly plebeian. Now known as the 
vicomtesse de Tredern, she is the sister of 
the great sugar refiner, the late Henri Say, 
and her marriage to the then marquis de 
Brissac in 1868 created consternation in the 
Faubourg St. Germain, where she was sub- 
jected to many covert slighta.

As she touched them with a hand- 
kerchief the late duc. de Choiseul-} raslin 
remarked, with a certain touch of sarcasm

You, with your advanced ideas of educa- 
tion, will be interested in the part that 
women played in this long ago glittering 
court of the sultan. The freedom enjoyed 
by the Moslem women of Cordova in the 
season of the city’s glory cannot be guessed 
from the position of the sex in Islam today. 
They mixed freely in society and attended 
public functions, such as court balls, tourna- 
ments, and jousts. When they paid their 
devotions in the mosques their presence 
there is likened by an Arabic writer to the 
flowers. of spring in a beautiful meadow.“ 
They were, indeed, the patrons of art and 
letters and ‘the first to give to any great 
achievement in science or literature its meed 
of praise. 

* * 

Nor was tke courtly Saracen slow to her- 
ald abroad his lady's influence. In the name 
of God and his lady he went forth to battle 
with cruel Castile, and he wore his lady’s 
favor round his helmet and her device em- 
blazoned on his arms. Yet, most interesting 
point of all, it is in her university life that 
the Arabic woman of medieval Spain stands 
forth conspicuous. Higher education pre- 
valled at Cordova, as in other Moorish Span- 
ish cities, and women scholars and women 
poets gained celebrity. Here, at Cordova, 
there was Moyna, the secretary of Abder- 
rahman, and Ayesha, the expert in caligra- 
phy. who prepared manuscripts for the 
ealiph’s library as well as för her own. Ha- 
kam II. employed the wife of his minister as 
his private. secretary, UWum-us-Saad lec- 
tured on theology and traditions in the prin- 
cipal college at Cordova. And these are 
only some of many. For instance, you re- 
member the poetess Walfdeh, the most elo- 
quent woman of the eleventh century—a few 
of whose verses have come down to us and 
been preserved in Carlyle’s translations from 
the Arabic—who rivaled in learning the best 
poets at the court of her father, Mustafk!i. 

The causes of this position of women in 
the universities of Arabic Spain seem espe- 
clally eloquent to me as an American, It 
was no doubt due partly to the tnterfusion 
of widely different races which resulted in 
a superior stock of an independent turn of 
mind. Also it Was an expression of the high 
degree of culture that prevailed at this time 
in Moorish Spain, and even previously under 
Moslem rule, which from Mohammed's day 
had encouraged higher education for both 
sexes. 

This whole region of Andalusia was pre- 
eminent among the centers of civilization in 
the early middie ages. By 788 A. D., when 
the great Amir Abdur Rahman III. died, the 
kingdom of Cordova had already become 
the most enlightened as well as most power- 
ful and beautiful commonwealth on the con- 
tinent. They had street lamps here when 
London was in darkness, they had a police 
system while Paris was still overrun with 
thieves. While Christian Europe wae stil! 
groveling in barbarism and ignorance, al- 
lowing superstition to control its private life 
and prejudice determine ita statecraft, Mos- 
lem Cordove exceiled in medicine, surgery, 
botany, chemistry, poetry, the arts, philoso- 
phy, and literature. By the ninth and tenth 
centuries schools and colleges had been 


| founded in most of the Saracen cities, and 


at Cordéva a systefn of public instruction 
had been put into effect which anticipated 
the beat that was later attempted in the ele- 
mentary claserooms of the Christian uni- 
versities of modern Europe. While Europe 
was clinging to its bellef in the flatness of 
the earth the Moslems at Gorddéva were 
teaching geography by globes. And here, as 
well as in other universities of Moslem Spain, 
all the eciences were thrown open to students 
irrespective of race or sex. 


It is in this university life that the Arabio 
woman of medieval Spain stands forth con- 
epicuous. Against the splendid background 
of eastern civilization she makes a brilliant 
figure, dressed in her efiken robes of white, 
cut after some quaint old Spanish fashion, 
and veiled to the eyes by the flimy kinda, in 
accordance with the regulation of the korfn. 
All white she stands, the color of paradise, 
loved of God. s 

It is a far cry from all this enlightenment 
of long ago to the dull present of Cordova, 
where the population Is generally illiterate 
and the women—the prettiest, by the way, 
that I have seen in Spain—are as thought 
free as singing birds and just as gladsonie, 
for they ply their daily tasks with song. But 
in the oriental grandeur of the mosque, which 
Spain’s ruthless zeal for change dia not de- 
etroy, one finde long vistas of exquisite sug- 
gestion of color, poetry, and charm, which 
reach beyond the visual stretch of the mar- 
ble columns; way dovn long years to an 
ancient Cordova. ‘

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New York, June 11.—[Special.}—Directors 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ asso- 
clation today declared for an organized cam- 
palgn to combat the paper trust, and recom- 
mended John Norris, publisher of the New 
York Times, as chief exponent and repre- 
sentative of the association. 

It was voted that the president of the asso- 
ciation employ Mr. Norris to appear before 
all investigating committees, thus assuring 
the publishers a proper presentation of their 
rights. 

‘Resolutions adopted say the time has come 
when newspaper owners must put forth their 
best efforts in their defense, and assert that 
Mr. Norris is well qualified to take up the 
work. 


Text of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions are: 

Whereas, The recent congressional investigation 
of the manufacture and distribution of paper sur- 
prieed and started publishers and paper makers 
by reason of the extraordinary revelations in the 
marketing of paper; and,

Citizens’ Association Declares 
Sanitary District’s Com- 
petitors Favored. 


JOHN J. HANBERG TALKS. 


Contradicts Statements Made by 
Members of the Council 
Committee. 


Evidence that the council finance com- 
mittee in its report on the sanitary district 
electric power double crossed ”’ the sanitary 
board and all of its prospective customers 
in favor of competing corporations was 
offered yesterday through the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation. - 

The pill which the district was asked to 
swallow was contained in a paragraph direct- 
ing that no new conduits be laid or poles set 
by the district until the permit for such work 
should go through the hands of the alderman 
in whose ward the work is to be done. Should 
he object the matter would then come before 
the council. 

By way of making the medicine palatable, 
officials of the sanitary district and of civic 
organizations, who were watching the move- 
ment, were told that every one had to do 
that.“ This explanation was accepted until 
John J. Hanberg, commissioner of public 
works, shattered the delusion. _ 


Hanberg Upsets Claim. 

Mr. Hanberg's remarks on tl® subject are 
contained in one sentence: 

Applications of the Commonwealth Edi- 
gon company (for the erection of poles) have 
not been submitted to the aldermen in the 

gespective wards for some years past,“ he sad 
in a letter to Shelby M. Singleton of the 
Citizens’ association. 

By way of making sure of the attitude ofthe 
finance committee, Mr. Singleton referred 
to its report as printed in the council pro- 
ceedings. This is what he found: 

It shall be the policy of the city of Chicago, that 
no new conduits shall be installed or new poles 
set unless permit is first obtained from the appro- 
priate city department, and before such permit be 
issued the aldermen in or through whose wards 

such conduits or poles are to be installed shall re- 
ceive notice of the application. If there is any 
objection on the part of all, or part, of such alder- 
men the application shall be referred to 5 city 
council for ite action. 

And by way of a clincher the sabe adds: 

The sanitary district has already set a large num- 
ber of poles in the streets of Chicago without per- 
mits, and it is for the purpose of controlling this 
that the above policy is outlined. ö 

“That is to say, the city is outlinind plan 
to keep the sanitary board from doing what 
its competitors have been doing for years, 
according to Mr. . said Mr. Bingie- 
ton. 

Favors District’s Competitors. 

That the finance committee withheld from 
the drainage board a permit to run its wires 
to the plant of the Canners’ Can company, 
‘Wentworth avenue and West Forty-fifth 
place, while the city’s poles and conduite 
along the same line were in use by the dis- 
trict’s business competitors was also brought 
out yesterday. E. B. Ellicott, in a letter to 
the Citizens’ association, explains the eien: 
ation. 


“ ‘The Canners’ Can company, with which ; 


the sanitary district made'a contract to sup- 
ply power at a lower rate than was offered 
by our competitors, happened to be so situ- 
ated that the use of city pole line, also oc- 
eupied by our compefitors, and a conduit line, 
in which there were some spare ducts, would 
greatly reduce the cost, if a permit for the 
use of these facilities could be obtained, 
said Mr. Ellicott's letter. 
Shows Loss of Business. 
ty Electrician Will Carroll offered 
no objection to the use the pole line and 
conduit system by the sanitary district, and 
so stated to the finance committee. The 
finance committee refused to issue a tempo- 
rary permit for the use of the pole line and 
conduit system pending a settlement of the 
whole question. Our contract time for fur- 
nishing the connections had so nearly expired 
that wo were unable (o build a special line 
to the consumer. 
Phe result was that the can company was 
to close a contract with our com- 
peti or, and has notified us that the sanitary 
district will have to stand the difference in 
our respective rates. Owing to delay by the 
finance committee in settling this matter on 
‘a basis that would lease poles and wires to 
the sanitary district or permit the erection of 
poles and wires, the district has been obliged 
to refuse several valuable contracts.” 


Carroll’s Report Prepared. 

The second request for a permit to use the 
city's conduits and poles to carry the dis- 
trict’s light and power to the Canners’ Can 
company is now being investigated by the 
representatives of the city and of the drain- 
age board, working together. City Elec- 
tricilan Carroll said yesterday that he would 
be ready to report today to the finance com- 
mittee if a meeting is held. 

As Ald. Foreman, the chairman, and sey- 
eral of the members of the committee are 
now in New York, there may be no meeting 
of the committee today. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Emil C. Wetten announced that 
he would have an opinion ready today re- 
garding the right of the city to grant the 
permit. 

Attorney Ross C. Hall said that he would 
have a conference within a few days to de- 
termine at what time Judge Carpenter should 
be asked to hear arguments regarding Mas-

Charges and counter charges of perjury and 
manufactured evidence in the Hip Lung mur- 
der trial threatened yesterday to involve Wu 
Ting-fang, Chinese minister to the United 
States, and the Chinese government in the 


case. 

Wu Ting-fang may be asked to appear in 
court by Attorney Patrick H. O'Donnell, for 
the defense, as the result of an attempt by 
Assistant State's Attorney Popham to intro- 
duce evidence tending to show that Hip Lung 
had tried to make a settlement with 
his native land for the murder of Chin Wal. 
The question asked by the assistant state's 
attorney which resulted in a verbal conflict 
was: 

Isn't it true that you visited the Chinese 
embassy at Washington, D. C., and there at- 
tempted to make a settlement with the Chi- 
nese government for the killing of Chin 
Wai?” 

Mr. O'Donnell interrupted, saying: 

**I object to that line of cross examination, 
your honor, unless we be given an opportu- 
nity. to have the Chinese minister appear.“ 

But he is not subject to the subpeena of 
this court,“ interposed Mr. Popham. 

“Well? he will appear for the defense, I 
believe,” replied Mr. O'Donnell. He has 
known Hip Lung for years.”’ 

Judge Chytraus sustained Mr. O'Donnell 
and the matter was dropped for the time 
being. 

The ass#stant statefs attorney tried to 
prove that Hip Lung went to Washington and 
there attempted to pay $5,000 to a representa- 
tive of the Chinese government as a “ settle- 
ment for the Wal killing. It ts said to be 
the custom among celestial families that 


they must pay an indemnity to the family 
losing its member. 


Climax Coming Today. 


The climax of the perjury case will be 
reached today when the state will place on 
the witness stand prominent board of trade 
men and others to prove that certain wit- 
nesses for the defense who testified to see- 
ing the murder of Chin Wal committed were 
at other places at the timethetragedy oc- 
curred. 

Following the appearance on the stand of 
these men, including Charles A. Comiskey 
and his son Louis, they will be taken before 
the grand jury to testify regarding the per- 
jury of several witnesses for the defense. 

An indictment against Robert E. Cantwell, 
one of the attorneys for Hip Lung, Moy 
Dong Hoy, and Harry Lee, charged with the 
murder, will not be-asked by the state's at- 
torney’s office. Cantwell is declared, how- 
ever, to have been on a train with H. H. 
Stridiron en route to Fifield, Wis., Oct. 16, the 
day the murder was committed. Stridiron 
testified he saw the murder committed and 
declared Harry Lee was mot the man who 
shot Chin Wal. 


Stridiron Has Disappeared. 

While it is said in the state’s attorney's 
office that proof has been obtained that both 
mén were on a Northwestern train at the 
time of the murder, no testimony has been 
given to show that Cantwell remembered 
that this was the time the murder was com- 
mitted, when he placed Stridiron on the wit- 
ness stand. Stridiron has disappeared. 

John 8. Moissand, who testified he saw 
Stridiron in front of a pawn shop at 307 Clark 
street on the evening of the murder, aleo is 
involved in the prospective grand jury in- 
vestigation.

TAFT ISSUES A DICTUM. 


Backs Up His Letter with Tele- 
‘gram from Roosevelt; Na- 
tion’s Duty Plain. 


Washington; D. C., June 11.— The president 
and Secretary Taft have notified the Panama 
government that elections. in that republic 
must be conducted fairly. The circumstances 
attending this warning were given out for 
publication as if in preparation for active 
intervention on the part of the United States 
by the use of whatever force er be: nec- 
eseary to make f effective. 

Secretary Taft, in a letter ee to Pres- 
ident Amador in person and dated May 12, 
suggests that two years ago when charges 
of fraud were made concerning the congres- 
gional election at Panama it was not thought 
best to do more than urge fairness in the ad- 
ministration of election laws. 


Duty of United States Plain. 


“Some weighty evidence was adduced,” 
he continues, to show that there were many 
who had been deprived of their constitutional 


right to vote in that election, and there was. 


much evidence of violence and repeating by 
the police in the cities of Panama, Colon, and 
No e@ctive intervention, however, 
was attempted by the United Statés. It was 
hoped that the irregularities of the last elec- 
tion were due merely to the fact that the elec- 
tion laws were new, the republic was young. 
and that at a more tmportant election, like 
the presidential election to folMow, greater 
care would be taken to preserve the rights or 
the citizene. 

“The interest of the United States in the 
fairness of. the elections of the republic is 
manifest. The United States guarantees the 
integrity of the republic, and this involves a 
recognition by it of the lawful government. 
The United States cannot look upon any elec- 
tion which is not conducted on fair lines and 
is likely to lead to violence with anything but 
the utmost concern, and it has a direct in- 
terest in case of threatened fraud in an elec- 
tion to interfere to prevent it and in case the 
fraud is carried out to intervene to prevent 
the @uccession of those officials in whose 
election there was not the free choice of the 
people“ 


Roosevelt’s Attitude Stated. 


Mr. Taft included im his letter a dispatch 
se received from President Roosevelt, as fol- 
ows: 

“You are authorized to say to President 
Amador that the government of the United 
States will consider any attempt at the elec- 
tion of 4 succeseor by fraudulent method or 
methods which deny to a large part of the 
people opportunity to vote constitutes a dis- 
turbance of public order, which, under Pana- 
ma's constitution, requires intervention and 
this government will not permit Panama to 
pass into the hands of any one so elected. 
The failure which you describe to comply 
with the laws assuring to the people of Pen- 
ama the opportunity to have their names en- 
tered in the registry of voters appears in ad- 
vance to be sufficient to invalidate the elec- 
tion, and if the faets are as they have been

Announcement that the Chicago City rafl- 
way company is negotiating with the Com- 
monwealth Edison with the object of pur- 
chasing all the Railway company's el 
current from the Commonwealth concern is 
an important matter from the viewpoint of 
investors in Commonwealth Edison securi- 
ties. In the first place, it indicates compe- 
tent management of the property, and in the 
second place, the supplementary good for- 
tune of largely increasing business. 

That the Commonwealth Edison should 
have invested the funds paid into ite treas- 
ury by stock and bond holders’ so that the 
company is able to produce current at a 


sumers and still enable the latter to buy pow- 
er for less than they can produce it them- 
selves, is accomplishing all that could be 
asked for in the conduct of the company, 
The City Railway company has large re- 
sources, and is able to engage competent. 
persons to conduct the generation of electric 
current. Still it appears that it finds it more 
economical to purchase current from the 
Commonwealth Edison than to invest $5,000,-, 
000 or $6,000,000 in power houses with which | 
to supply its own needs. Instead of increas- 
ing its electric plant capacity, it is proposed 
to abandon all its plants, or power houses. 


Chicago Railways. 


What is true of the City railway company 
probably will be true in the end of the Chi- 
cago Railways company. Thedatter proper- 
ty requires 50 per cent more current than 
the City railway company, and the situa- 
tion is such that if the City railway finds 
it expedient to purchase power instead of 
manufacturing it, the Chicago Railways 
company has no known facilities for excel. 
ling its neighbor in low cost of current pro- 
duction. The Railways company should save 
at least $7,500,000 in plant investment if the 
City railway will save $5,000,000 by abandon- 
ing current manufacture. 

It is not an experiment with the City rall- 
way company. For a number of years it has 
been purchasing current from the Common- 
wealth Edison. The elevated railroads have 
been doing the same rather than increase 
their own plants. For it works out that the 
Commonwealth Edison has so made its in- 
vestments in plants, equipment, and main- 
tenance that its facilities for the manufac- 
ture and distribution of electric current are 
far ahead ot those of the largest producers 
of current for private use.

MAIZE. AND OATS ARE FIRM. 
Pit Developments Indicate Oversold 
Conditions; Provisions Rise. 


Wheat values romped nervously over a 
wide range yesterday, early weakness being 
followed by pronounced stiffening, with final 
quotations showing well under the day’s best 

Showing, but considerably in favor of the 
bulls: Prominent traders checked the decline 
by heavy purchases of July and September, 
their support prompting brisk covering by 
local shorts. Business was broader than that 
of the previous session, commission houses 
reporting a brisker trade from the outside 
apeculative element and foreigners buying 
futures both here and at New York. The 
close showed net gains of %@%c for July, 
%c for September, u for old December, and 
about %c for new December. Early in the 
session July sold down to 85%c and Septem- 
ber to 83%c, later working up to 8T%@S87T%c 
and 84%c, respectively. 


Leading Marts Abroad Weaker. 

Weakness in the early trading was based 
largely on easiness in all the European marts 
except Budapest, which wound up %c higher, 
making an advance of 5%c since the close 
Bast Friday; beneficial rains in Roumania 
and other parts of southern Furope, and im- 
proving climatological conditions in the har- 
vesting regions of this country. The wires 
were kept warm with crop complaints from 
the southwest, being based largely on wet 
weather and poor harvesting returns. It 
was estimated that the excessive moisture 
had caused a ioss of 10 to 15 per cent in 
parts of Oklahoma, ond Kansas complained 
bitterly of food damage. On the other hand, 
Pacific coast wheat was said to have derived 
much benefit from recent rains and that the 
outlook on the coast is much better than at 
this time last year. 

Foreigners Are More Interested. 

There were murmurings of improving ex- 
port demand and some business was done in 
new crop grain, one of the big local concerns 
reporting sales for August shipment. Boats 
are being loaded here with red winter wheat 
for direct export, but easterners continued to 
harp on the dullness of trade with the for- 
eigners. The domestic cash situation showed 
little change, business at the local tables 
being light and featureless. Bulls pointed 
strongly to the world’s available supplies, 
which showed a decrease of 35,000,000 bu 
during May, compared to a loss of only 18,- 
607,000 bu the corresponding month last year. 


The decrease during the last sixty days has 


been more than 60,000,000 bu, against a loss 
of only 17,000, 000 bu during April and May 
last year. 


Liberal Exports from Argentina. 

Argentine exports for the week were esti- 
mated at 3,200,000 bu, against 2,864,000 bu the 
@orresponding period last year. Reports 
from the South American republic were 
more favorable, although recent heavy rains 
are said to have retarded shipping and seed- 
ing operations. Almost everything from the 
domestic and Canadian northwest favored 
the bears, conditions being practically ideal 
in all directions. The lower temperatures 
are said to be doing the spring plant no harm, 
although some méssages received yesterday 
indicated that recent rains had been too 
heavy in some sections. Liverpool closed 
at a decline of 161d, continental marts clos- 
ing donc off at Paris, unchanged to ‘$c 
weaker at Antwerp, and %c down at Berlin.

Exporters were not extensive buyers of cattle, 
but they paid up to $7.50 for prime stock. Local 
traders said they could not see where exporters 
could afford to pay such prices for cattle with the 
markets for American beeves abroad so much out 
of line, but, on the other hand; local and eastern 
killers also claimed that the cattle they were 
buying now were not paying them any profit in 
the beef, but still they bought them. 

Kansas City received no live stock and 
there wae at a standstill. Local packers receiv 
messages from there saying that the waters were 
not rising any more, but that a large part of the 
yards was submerged and that the only way that 
the packing plants could be reached was by boats.
